REMARKS 

By this Office Action, the Examiner has required restriction to one of the following

Group I. Claims 1-17, drawn to pluripotent embryonic-like stem cells, methods of 
isolating pluripotent embryonic-like stem cell lines, classified in class 435, 
subclass 325, for example. 

Group 11. Claims 18-20, drawn to methods of screening agents which are lineage 
commitment factors, classified in class 435, subclass 4, for example*

Group III. Claims 21-23, drawn to methods for screening agents which are proliferation 
. . factors, classified in class 435, subclass 4, for example. 

Group IV. Claims 24-32, drawn to methods of cellular transplantation, and 

pharmaceutical compositions for cellular transplantation, classified in class 
424, subclass 93. 1 , and class 514, subclass 44, for example. 

Responsive to the Requirement for restriction, Applicants elect to prosecute the invention of 
Group I, with traverse.
